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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 10, 
2006 has been entered. 

Applicant's cooperation in amending the claims to overcome the claim objections 
relating to indefinite claim language is appreciated. 

Claims 18, 27, and 31 were amended. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The application has been amended as follows: 

- In claim 18, line 10, "the stator" has been replaced by - the stators - 

(for consistency in claim). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or renders obvious the claimed combination of a method of cooling 
magnetic bearing of an exhaust gas turbocharger and an exhaust gas turbocharger 
including: 
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" Regarding claims 18 and 27: 

the bearings, each having a bearing plate being seated on the shaft 
and at least one stator lying axially opposite said bearing plate on at least 
one side, and forming a gap between the bearing plate and the stator, 
wherein at least one flow dupt for supplying air stream to at least one 
bearing gap formed in the housing, and wherein the radial bearings 
include a plurality of permanent magnets disposed in the gap between the 
bearing plates and the stator, the plurality of permanent magnets being 
arranged in axially adjacent pairs and being polarized so as to attract one 
another, whereby an axially directed and attracting magnetic field is 
produced in the gap between the bearing plates and the stators." 


Conclusion

applicant's disclosure. 

- Jaisle (US Patent Number 6,846,167 B2) discloses a turbocharger with 
magnetic bearing system including dampers. 

- Vogel et al. (US Patent Number 6,043,580) discloses a rotor dynamic machine 
for the forwarding of a fluid. 

- Wanger (US Patent Number 5,634,326) discloses a spindle for gas bearing of 
rapidly rotating tool, in particular, for aerostatic bearing of an open-end spinning rotor. 

- Davey (US Patent Number 5,481,146) discloses a passive null flux coil 
magnetic bearing system for translation or rotation. 

- Boden et al. (US Patent Number 3,890,019) disclose magnetic bearings. 

- Fremerey et al. (Pub. Number Us 2005/0198956 A1) disclose an exhaust gas 


turbocharger having electro-magnetic bearings. 
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- Bernus et al. (Pub. Number FR 2785734 A1) disclose a magnetic suspension 
device for rotatable body having bearings with pole piece pairs and associated 
permanent magnets.
